IN CONSULTATIONS, EOLLOWING SC MEETING ON ME, CALLED 
BY SC PRES TO DISCUSS EGYPT'S REQUEST FOR TRANSFER OE UN 
MILITARY OBSERVERS EROM THEIR POSTS TO CAIRO, PINAL CONCLUSION 
WAS PRES WOULD REPORT TO SYG NO DECISION REACHED BUT MAIORITY 
AGREED WITH EGYPTIAN REQUEST, PURTHER CONSULTATION NECESSARY, 
AND THERE MIGHT BE AGREEMENT AFTER RECEIPT OP UN FIELD 
REPORT. SUDAN, KENYA, INDIA, CHINA, PANAMA, YUGOSLAVIA, 

PERU AND USSR ALL AGREED TO TRANSPER. INDONESIA AGREED BUT 
ASKED ABOUT UNTSO COS' OPINION. SCHAUPELE WAS ONLY ONE 
WHO REQUESTED UN ASSESSMENT OF NEED FOR TRANSFER AND SUGGESTED 
LEAVING IT TO COS'S DISCRETION AND THAT SC EXAMINE UNTSO 
REPORT PRIOR TO COMMITTING SELF. UK PREPARED ACCEPT SYG'S 
JUDGMENT BUT HOPED HE WOULD CONSULT UNTSO COS. PRANCE SUGGESTED 
STATING SC DID NOT OBJECT TO APPIRMATIVE SYG RESPONSE APTER 
CONSULTATION WITH COS AS TO WHERE NEW OBSERVER POSTS SHOULD 
BE, BUT KENYA AND USSR OBJECTED. URQUHART (UN) THEN STATED 
PULL COS REPORT ON WAY AND WOULD BE READY IN MORNING. 

IN RESPONSE TO US QUERY, HE SAID SOME OBERSVERS ALREADY REMOVED 
ON COS' AUTHORITY. 

LATER, URQUHART CONFIRMED TO SCHAUPELE TWO POSTS STILL 
MAINTAINED, NOBODY IN DANGER, AND ORIGINAL EGYPTIAN 
REQUEST SO HARSHLY WORDED IT WAS RETURNED. HE MADE 
POINT THAT SC SHOULD EXERCISE CAUTION LEST ITS ACTION 
JEOPARDIZE EVENTUAL RETURN OP OBSERVERS TO THEIR

USDEL UNDERSTANDS GEN. GOWAN AT AFRICAN GROUP MEETING

AND DECIDE TO RESTORE ITS LAWFUL RIGHTS IN UN AND EXPEL REPS

KOREA IN 28TH GA- 

TUNISIAN FONMIN MASMOUDI TOLD NEWSON GOT UNSUCCESSFUL 
AT NON-ALIGNED CONFERENCE IN WINNING SUPPORT FOR RES TO 
EFFECT UNC SHOULD REMAIN IN KOREA, BECAUSE NON-ALIGNED SIMPLY 
DO NOT UNDERSTAND COMPLEXITIES OF KOREAN SITUATION. HE 
TOOK LINE IF NK DOES NOT WISH JOIN UN IT IS EVIDENCE IT 
CONSIDERING AGGRESSION AGAINST SOUTH. GOT WILL ATTEMPT 
INTRODUCE AMENDMENTS TO ALGERIAN RES ALONG LINES INSISTING

MEETING OF VAN BRUSSELEN GROUP, DELOFFS RENEWED CALL ON 
GROUP TO ABIDE BY POSITIONS AGREED IN GROUP MEETINGS AND 
SUBMERGE MINOR VARIATIONS IN POSITIONS IN INTEREST OF
